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REMARKS 

Interview of February 8> 2005 

The Applicant thanks the Examiner for participating in the h:lpftil inturviev/ of 
February 8, 2005. During the interview, the Applicant discussed difference : between aspects of 
the invention and the teachings found in Friedes. The Applicant a so propo jed claim 
amendments to further distinguish the claimed invention from the prior art. 

Claim Rejections Under 35 USC §103 

Claims 21-22, 58, 59, 61 and 68-72 stand rejected under 35 USC §103(a; as being 
unpatentable over the Ambalink system and Friedes, U.S. Patent No. 5,771,2 32. 

On page 3, the Office Action relies on Friedes to meet the "chargLig" featui^i found in 
claim 21 . As proposed during the interview of February 8, 2005, claim 21 j las been anended to 
include the feature of ''upon the occurrence of a specified event, char jing the 2 ggregated 
multiplicity of transactions to a consumer billing account and incurring froi i a consur ler billing 
authority a processing fee corresponding to the multiplicity of transacti< ms." As discussed 
during the interview of February 8, 2005, Friedes is not concerned wiA proc essing fee i and does 
not teach or suggest "charging the aggregated multiplicity of transactions . , . and incu ring from 
a consumer billing authority a processing fee." The remaining prior art of record al& > does not 
teach or suggest this feature. 

For at least this reason, the Applicant respectfully submits that clai n 21 is in condition 
for allowance. Claims 58, 59, 61 and 68 include similar limitations and are also in condition for 
allowance. Claims 22 and 69-72 are dependent claims and are allowable or at leas the same 
reasons as the claims from which they depend.

Claims 23 and 24 stand rejected under 35 USC §103 (a) as being uipatentablo over the 
Ambalink system in view of Friedes, U.S. Patent No. 5,771,282 as applied t< claim 21 in view of 
Joao et ai., U.S. Patent No. 6,529,725. 

Claims 23 and 24 depend from claim 21 and are allowable for at leas" the same reasons as 
claim 21. 

Claim 60 stands rejected under 35 USC § 103(a) as being unpatentabl i over the Ambalink 
system, Friedes, U.S. Patent No. 5,771,282 and of Joao et al., US. Patent Nc . 6,529 J2 ^. 

Claim 60 has been amended to include the feature of *^lpon the occurrence of j specified 
event, charging the aggregated multiplicity of transactions to a consumer billing account and 
incurring from a consumer billing authority a processing fee corresponding o the mul iplicity of 
transactions" and is allowable for at least reasons similar to those given in the diS';ussicn of 
claim 21 above. 

Oaim Rejections Under 35 USC §101 

Claims 68-72 stand rejected under 35 USC §101 because the claimec invention is alleged 
to be directed to non-statutory subject matter. 

Claim 68 has b^ amended to include the feature of "aggregating at a billing comi^uter a 
multiplicity of transaction$ that involve the consumer." Claim 68 now ch arly falls within the 
technical arts. The Applicant requests reconsideration of the rejection of cla m 68 and die claims 
that depend from claim 68.
